The right af Ou a g iMita Anw aat 
the vote of persons not duly appointed 
hn never beaa deaied ia oaen of Ter^ 
niofin aot fcHy adaritlad n 
Suiti^, or of States supposed to be out 
oi the Union u a consequence of their 
ribilMia. If y«i re)eet Aa vwtos of 
electors because the State emJd not ap- 
pohU, a fortiori, you must reject the 
voles of electors whom the State eouid 
appoint but diil nnt.
